Advice all the Foot, conſiſting of 22 Battalions, 


Count Lottum with his, 1 50 Horſe making the 


advanced Guard, with the Quarter-Maſters and 
Grenadiers that were not detached, were or- 
der d to march immediately to gain the Village 


ol Ichtegem, by the Way of Mynendale; as ſoon 


as the advanced Guard got to Hynendale, they 
perceived the Enemy in the Opening of the 


Plain, whereupon the Quarter-Maſters and 


Grenadiers were drawn up in Battle. Major 


General Webb and Count Naſſau WW, ondenbourg, at 
the Head of the 150 Horſe, advanced to re- 


connoitre the Enemy, giving Or ders a t t hs 


ſame Time for the Foot to advance, and form 
themſelves as faſt as poſſible in the Plain. The 
150 Horſe were left at the Opening of the 


Plain under the Command of Count Lottum. to 


amuſe the Enemy; and to embarraſs them 
the more, the Quarter-Maſters and Grenadiers 


were poſted in a low Coppice, on that Side of 


the Plain where the Enemy was expected to 
paſs. As ſoon as our Troops paſſed out of the 
Deile into the Plain, Major General Webb drew. 
them up in Battle, poſting. them in the Open- 


iag between the Wood of Wynendale, and the 


ter-Maſters and Grenadiers were poſted. We 


Coppice on the other Side, where the Quar- 


had ſcarce got 6 Battalions into the Gre 
when the Enemy began to cannonade us with 


40 Pieces of Cannon, whereof 10 were of three 


Bores. But notwithſtandiog the great Fire of 
the Enemy, the 150 Horſe kept their Ground, 
which produced the deſired Effect, in giving 
the General Time to form his Foot in two 
Lines. The Left Wing was extended beyond 
the low Coppice, as well to prevent the Enemy 


from paſſing that Way, as to cover our Flank, 
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On our Right Flank was poſted, in the Wood 7 An,, 
of Vynendale, the Regiment of Huallom; and 170% 


on our Flank on the Left, the Regiment of 


the hereditary Prince of Pruſſia commanded by 


Colonel Rader, with Orders not to diſcover 
themſelves, nor fire, till they could take the 
Enemy in Flank. Some Plotoons of Grena- 


diers were advanced 40 Paces upon the Right 


and Left with the ſame Orders, and the Quar- 
ter-Maſters were alſo poſted in a Road on the 


— 


Left, that croſſed thro the forementioned low 


Coppice. The Enemy, after three Cannonadings, 


advanced towards us on the Plain in twelve 
Lines, whereof ſix were Foot, and fix Horſe: 
Whereupon Count Lottum was ordered to retire, 
and poſt himſelf 300 Paces behind the Foot, 


which he did in very good Order. The French 


continued to march ftreight up to us with 40 
Battalions and 6o Squadrons';, but the General 
perceiving they extended themſelves to their 
Right iu the Coppice, he ſent Count Naſſau to 
obſerve their Motion ; who immediately or- 
dered thither the Regiment of Grumtom, com- 
manded by Colonel Beſchefer: And Brigadier 
Eltz being come up with the laſt Regiment, 
was poſted on the Right in the Wood of 
 Whynendale. About half a Quarter of an Hour 
before the Engagement began, Brigadier Lanſ- 


berg, with the 2 Battalions and 600 Grenadiers 


that had been detached, having Advice that 


the Enemy advanced to attack us, rejoin'd us 
juſt Time enough tb form a third Line. Some 


Minutes after the Enemy began the Attack, 


marching within 150 Paces of our Flank on the 


Right, where the Battilions who hid themſelves 
according to the General's Orders, and who were 
not to fire till the Frexach Flank came oppoſite 


to them, gave them ſuch a warm Fire, that 
e „ their 
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The Lies 
their Left Wing gave into their Center; and 
the Regiment of the Hereditary Prince, who 
was poſted on the Flank on our Left, much 
"about the ſame Diſtance, did not miſs the Op- 
portunity of their Diſorder to give them a 
very vigorous Diſcharge, which put their whole 
Line in Confuſton. Nevertheleſs the Enemy 
puſhed on, and put 2 of our Battalions in Diſ- 
order ; but the Swiſs Regiment of Albemarle, 
under the Command of Colonel Hirigel, ad- 
vancing upon their Horſe, that were endeavour- 
ing to penetrate, engaged them long enough 
to give Time to the General and Count Naſſau _ 
to bring up the Regiments of Bernſdorf, Gau- 
vain, and Lindeboom, to ſupply the Room of 
thoſe that were preſſed, which was done in a 
Moment. However, the Enemy ſupported by 
lo many Lines, made another Attempt to pe- 
netrate: But our Battalions rather advanced 
than gave Way, tho' the General gave Orders 
againſt advancing, fearing leſt that might ren- 
der the Fire of our Flanks uſeleſs. This Pre- 
caution had all the deſir'd Succeſs, the Regi- 
ments and Grenadiers making ſuch a .continual 
Fire, as forced. their two Wings upon their 
Center, and oblig'd the whole to retire in the 
greateſt Confuſion, notwithſtanding all the 
Efforts their Officers could -make by Encou- 


ragement or Violence to keep them up. So that 


they only fir'd at a great Diſtance on our Lines, 
which ours return'd, advancing by Plotoons as 


at their Exerciſe, with all the Order imaginable. 


Major General Cadogan, who came up ſome 
Time after the Action began, offer'd to charge 
the Enemy in their Diſorder with 2 Squadrons 
of Horſe, the other 4 which he had ſent for 


not being arriv'd till near 7 at Night; but it 


was not thought adviſable to expoſe ſo ſmall

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brought up all their Horſe to favour their. 
Retreat. The Battle laſted two Hours, and 
was very hot, in which we had 912 Officers 
and Soldiers kill'd and wounded: But the 
Enemy, as we were aſſur'd by Letters from 
Ghent and Bruges, and by Report of Priſoners 


and Deſerters, loft betwixt 6 and 7000 Men. 


They made their Retreat in ſo great Confuſion, 
that they left moſt of their Cannon in a 
Wood, which they did not carry off till next 


Day about 11 a Clock, after hearing that 


our Convoy were paſſing Rouſelaer. We remain'd 
on' the Field of Battle till two a Clock the 


next Morning, having firſt carried off all our 


wounded, and {ſeveral of the Enemy. This 
Victory is the more ſurprizing, that by Reaſon 
of ſeveral Detachments we had not above 6000 
in the Action, and the Enemy by their own 
Accounts not leſs than 24000. 


This Victory was gain'd under ſuch Diſad- 


vantages, and was ſo great in its Conſequences, 
(for the Siege of Liſie muſt infalſibly have 
been raiſed if this Convoy had miſcarried) that 
General Webb was not only preferr'd by-the 


Queen, but receiv'd the Thanks of the King of 


Pruſſia, and afterwards of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, for his Condutt and Bravery in this 
Action. 

During the Engagement, the Convoy mar- 
ched forwards, and arrived ſafe in the Camp 
before Liſle the 3orh of September; but the Duke 
of Vendoſme being convinced of what Import- 
ance it was tocut off the Communication of the

As to his Aſſerting, That Queen Elixabeth 
was deluded by Archbiſhop Grindal, to the 
Toleration of the Genevian Diſcipline, he con- 
ceives, he had good Authority from Hiſtory 
for that Aſſertion; but however, ſuch an Aſ⸗ 
ſertion was no Proof of his Maintaining, that 
the Exemption granted to Proteſtant Diſſenters 
was unreaſonable, or the Allowance of it, unwar-
